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Organization of Wasatch Stake 

On July 15, 1877, Elders John Taylor and Franklin D. Richards 
organized the Wasatch Stake, with Abram Hatch as Stake Presi- 
dent and Thomas H. Giles and Henry S. Alexander as counselors. 
At the same time, Heber was divided into two wards, with those 
living east of Main Street in East Ward with Thomas Rasband as 
Bishop and those living west of Main Street in West Ward with 
William Foreman as Bishop. The two Wards continued to meet 
jointly in Sacrament Meetings at 2:00 p.m. on Sunday afternoon. 
The Bishoprics took turns conducting in the old Social Hall. 


Wasatch Stake Tabernacle Built 
Ten years after the Stake was organized, President Hatch realiz- 
ed the need to build a Stake House or Stake Tabernacle, because 
membership had grown to 2,296 members in the Valley. He recom- 
mended that the Saints contribute a tithe of their time, every 10 


days, to labor on Church property. This rule was carried on for 
some time. 
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Wasatch Stake Tabernacle dedicated by Elder Francis M. Lyman on May 5, 1889.
